WHEREAS, the Duckwater Shoshone Tribe is organised under tho provisions of the 
Indian Reorganization Act of June 18, 1934, as amended, to exercise 
certain rights of homo role and be responsible for the general welfare of its 
membership; buX 

WHEREAS, in 1977 the Indian Claim Commission awarded the "Western Shoshone 
Identifiable Group" their court adjudicated award, and 

WHEREAS, the ovmvhehning majority of the Wholly enrolled Western Shoshones in 
two referendum hold in 1998 (96% in fevor) and in 2002 (91% in &vor 
with 65% of officially enrolled Shoshones voting across seven Shoshone 
reservations) supported the distribution, and subsequently 

WHEREAS, Public Law 108-270, The Western Shoshone Claims Distribotion Act", 
was passed in the One Hundred Eighth Congress of the United Stales of 
America and approved by the President George Bush on July 7, 2004, and 

WHEREAS* the Western Shoshone Claims is tho only remaining major disbursement in 
Nevada Indian tribes- the Washoe, the Northern Paiute and the Southern 
Paiute having been apportioned over 30 yean ago, and 

WHEREAS, the Western Shoshone Claims is the last of the Shoshone tribes in the 
United States (the Eastern Shoshone, Northwestern Shoshone, 
Sbcrshono/Bflnnoclo, Lemhi Shoshone and the Goshute Shoshones) to be 
Issued with the others concluding between 1964 and 1974. end 

WHEREAS, within the Duckwater Shoshone tribal membership there are eligible 
beneficiaries of Pi. 108-270, and

supports tho expeditious conclusion of the intent ofP.L. 108-270 in doing

Band* of E!ko. South Fork, Batflo Mounteh and Wens. Trm EKo Colony Band b me largest in terms of . 
population arid the WeOs Band to tha smallest Tho executive and legblattvo powere of the Tribe are - 
vested in tha Trtbai CouncS know as the Tribal Cottndi of the Ta-Mos* Tribe and in the Band CouncSS. To 
bo enrolled in Te-Moak requires- one to bo «t least one-quarter Shoshone, Many Shoshone people are 
registered on other federafly recognized tribes- tha Shoshone-Palute Tribes of tha Duck Valley Indian 
Reservation, the Ely Shoshone Tribe, me Duekwatar Shoshone Tribe, ma Yomba Shoshone Tribe, tha 
Fort McOermm PaW»-Shosrvona Tribe and the Faton Patote Shoshone Tribe. Only about 40% of 
anroOed me/nbcni Cva wKhfn the* tribal boundaries. 

In 1948, U.S. President Many Truman signed Into law the Indian CtaJma Commission Act* It created a 
Judicial body before which Indian tribes couid file claims against the U.S. to that Bwy might have their 
day hi court* for grievances. A group of Shoshone* spearheaded entry Into the court in 1851. 68 years 1 
later, this action gave rtss to The Western Shoshone Cteima Distribution Act" The members of To-M6aK 
are heir to (he *Acf , amongst other Western Shoahonea scattered aorosa tribea In Nevada. The . 
beneflefertea of the 'Act* are the tpdMdua 1 members of the *Westem Shoshone identifiable Group*. The 
Te-Moak tribal governments) is NOT a radpfont of the "Aof, nor is any other Indian Reorganization 
Tribe. 

The Western Shoshona Claims Is tho ooty remaining disbursement of the throe rn^or Tribes of Nevada. . 
the other two Tribes' claims (the Washoe Tribe and the Northern / Southern Paiute Tribe) were' 
apportioned over 30 years 850, as we" as other Shoshone Tribes In the western United States.
